all his earlier printed matter, bearing the earlier 
selected name “Mastodon, the World’s Biggest Ele¬ 
phant” to “Jumbo the Great,” which by now had 
become a household word in America. 

There was still that problem of getting Jumbo 
into the cage. Oddly enough, the circus men moved 
his food from its usual place in the yard to the ship¬ 
ping cage. Jumbo calmly raised himself when he 
got hungry and walked in, which is what the press 
agent figured he would do, in the first place. 

The cables rang with the success of moving 
Jumbo before international complications and blood¬ 
shed resulted! Upon arrival in America, police re¬ 
serves were called out to take care of the crowds 
who waited for the Biggest Elephant in the World. 

Today Jumbo, is a word connected with any¬ 
thing big. It is an accepted part of our language 
and of our national advertising — and the result of 
a press agent’s idea of using a good break and a good 
name. Many elephants, true or otherwise, are called 
Jumbo by the layman. 

Oh, yes, — was this African pachyderm really 
stubborn, unmanageable, dangerous? To a degree, 
he was, but Bamum didn’t have much trouble from 
him and it certainly made him more famous. 

Stranger than all, Jumbo died a hero! He push¬ 
ed a baby elephant off the railroad track at a grade 
crossing, and Jumbo was killed by the train. 

But the newspapers didn’t print this. The press 
agent wasn’t there.

Public opinion was adverse to the experiment, 
however, and the outbreak of the Civil War caused 
the plan to be abandoned.

For sev¬ 
eral years thereafter, these “wild camels” were oc¬ 
casionally seen by travelers in the mountains of 
Arizona. Although some persons have in recent 
years reported seeing animals strongly resembling 
camels in these regions, it is believed that the ani¬ 
mals are now extinct.

An elephant’s hide may be more than one and 
one-half inches thick on some parts of his ponderous 
body? That is why they are called pachyderms, 
which means “thick-skinned.” Only the rhinocerous, 
the hippopotamus, and the tapir have hides as thick 
as the elephant.

Laugh, Clown, Laugh 

“Even though your heart is breaking, laugh, 
Clown, laugh!” 

A good song, but not necessarily true. Clowns 
have no more heartaches than the usual performer, 
actor or business man. Most of them don’t “laugh,” 
either, when they enter the Clown Walk-around or 
Run-around. Their purpose is to make you laugh. 
They can do this by being masters in the art of 
pantomime. 

Actually, they are cartoon characters come true. 
They do not utter a word but their act speaks to 
you in action and costume. 

The Talking-Singing Clowns of the early cir¬ 
cuses disappeared when the three ring shows began. 
No longer could the human voice carry over the din 
of noises made during such large performances. Even 
today with microphones and loud speakers, clowns 
remain pantomime artists. 

A clown has to have various talents, among 
them a close study of human nature and a constant 
flair foif current events.

The audience, particularly the youngsters, squeal 
with delight when the clown act enters. The Clown 
Run-around is where the performers are not allowed 
to stop in any one spot but must keep moving around 
the hippodrome track, so as not to interfere with the 
featured artists. It becomes a sort of moving tableau 
or picture. 

The Clown Walk-around is a fill-in spot, while 
prop men fiz the aerial rigging or check the equip¬ 
ment to be used or pull the safety nets into place. 
Also during this ground act, your eyes can be on an 
even level instead of looking upward to the tent-top 
performers . 

A Clown Come-on is the beginning of the show, 
where time needs to be filled. Only experienced 
clowns are allowed in this act, as it calls for di¬ 
plomacy, tact and an uncanny ability at character 
analysis. 

Laugh with them and at them. They are your 
friends. 

Patrons who find articles left in the seats or 
elsewhere about the circus, are requested to leave 
them at Main Entrance Office.

Circus Folks Healthy, 
Happy, “Homey” Gypsies 

Circusing is gypsying on a grand scale, and the 
women and children of the big institution are gyp¬ 
sies on a salary, but probably the healthiest, hap¬ 
piest, most generous, most interesting company in 
creation. They predominate in the personnel of the 
tented amusement colossus. There are little ones by 
the score, and mothers, wives, sisters and sweet¬ 
hearts almost innumerable. 

Nearly all circus performers have inherited their 
strength and skill. They have been literally born to 
the arena, and some of them represent the third and 
fourth generations of circus families. 

Many families have followed the circus for gen¬ 
erations. Some of them came to North America in 
an early day and now are looked upon as native 
performers. The First World War and the depres¬ 
sion conditions which followed it in Europe caused 
many foreign circus families to desert their native 
lands for the United States. Unlike the first circus 
families who were specialists — bareback riders, 
tumblers or wire walkers — the more recent im-

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portations are all-around performers. A number of 
them had had their own, small circuses abroad in 
which the rather generous number of sons, daughters 
and in-laws did everything. 

The training of the children begins at their 
birth, and in the vast majority of cases there is the 
powerful effect of heredity, which exercises an in¬ 
fluence on the child, and helps it to overcome ob¬ 
stacles that would seem well-nigh impossible to 
others. The chief effort is to create courage and 
daring, and to develop these qualities, where they 
already exist. The lungs are expanded by daily ex¬ 
ercises, and the muscles are hardened and developed 
by daily athletic work. And every afternoon, after 
the matinee, they attend the circus school and recite 
their lessons. 

The domestic instinct is very strong among the 
circus women, for the reason that they are deprived 
of home life a great part of every year. 

They sew much, and many of them do exceed¬ 
ingly pretty fancy work. They are not required to 
keep their circus clothes in order, the circus 
“mother” does that, but they do all the mending of 
personal garments and, besides, keep some sort of 
“pick-up” work on hand. There isn’t a home of a 
circus woman that is not furnished with the covers 
of some sort she has made during the season. 

One seldom sees a circus woman in a city after 
the season is over. 
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1959 Shrine Circus 

This is our Fourth Show in this splendid Arena 
and we are pleased to announce that there are a total 
of ten completely new Acts, including of course, the 
Clowns, without which no Circus would be complete. 

Mr. Orrin Davenport, the Producer of the Show, 
is celebrating his 53rd year as producer of Shrine 
Circuses, and each show is different, distinctive and 
planned according to the pattern required by the 
various Temples. Orrin was one of the leading 
bareback riders of all time during 35 years of 
American Circus History. 

Back in 1906, Moslem Temple of Detroit was 
looking for some acts for an indoor show. Orrin and 
some of his fellow performers were looking for win¬ 
ter work and applied. The show was a huge success 
and the ‘Shrine Circus” idea was born. Davenport 
has been Producer ever since. 

Orrin Davenport comes from a great circus 
family, strictly American in origin and career. His 
father was a talking-singing Clown in the 1860’s and 
1870’s and was also a trainer of horses and riders at 
his circular ring barns in Chicago and Toledo, Ohio. 
Orrin is one of five children, all of whom were top 
bareback riders of their own day. He first went on 
the road as a seasoned rider at the age of 15 years. 
He is now a member of Medinah Temple in Chicago. 

Mr. Francis Brann— Assistant to Mr. Davenport 
—Mr. Brann has been here several times before with 
the team of Francisco and Dolores, a high balancing 
act with a bicycle, but due to the illness a few years 
ago of Dolores, his wife, the team disbanded and he 
now performs in addition to his duties with Mr. 
Davenport, as Francisco, the Clown. 

Mr. Charles Marine is chief of the Property men 
and Stage-hands and has been with the show since 
1941. It is his responsibility to arrange all the rig¬ 
ging, nets, etc. for the aerial trapeze artists and 
other high wire acts. A responsibility that assures 
the safety of the artists themselves. 

Cql. Harry Thomas, suave and capable Equestri¬ 
an Director and Announcer of the 1959 Shrine Circus. 
It is Col. Thomas’ responsibility that the profusion 
of acts and presentations be presented in a smooth, 
fast and professional manner. Owner of a remark¬ 
ably clear and resonant radio voice. 

Costumes are by Dolores who was well-known 
a few years ago as a high wire bicycle rider with 
the husband-and-wife team of Francisco and Dolores, 
last seen in Winnipeg in 1955.

Spectacle of Actuality 

Any performance presented on a stage, framed 
by a proscenium with a curtain, is a spectacle based 
on illusion. We have always known that Hamlet was 
really Sir Lawrence Oliver or some other actor, and 
that the massive walls of the castle were really no 
thicker than a lick of paint. In the theatre scenes 
must be played against a background and they can be 
watched only from the front of the house. Go back- 
stage and the illusion is lost. You will find yourself 
in exactly the same position if you look at the back 
of a painting—a wall of canvas, struts and the plain 
unguilded back of the frame. 

But just as the theatre has a parallel in painting, 
so the Circus has an analogy in sculpture. You can 
walk around it. It can be seen from all sides. There 
can be no illusion, for there are eyes all around to 
prove there is no deception. The performers actu¬ 
ally do exactly what they appear to do. Their feats 
of dexterity and balance and strength must never be 
confused with the make-believe world of the actor. 
Even the every day phases of the performers out¬ 
side the ring reflect this characteristic; for while an 
actor says he will “play his part,” the circus artist 
tells you he will “work his act.” 
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ELEPHANTS . . . are the Big Berthas of the Circus 


Did you know that an elephant has 
fingers at the very tip of its trunk 
and that they function exactly the 
same as those on your hand. The 
trunk is also a nose and with its 
trunk, the elephant carries food and 
water to its mouth . . . sort of a 
knife and fork. An elephant does not 
drink through the trunk but sucks 
the water into the cavity and then 
squirts it into the mouth. You see, 
there is a valve two-thirds of the 
way up the trunk that keeps the 
water from drawing up too far so 
that the big “bull” will not choke to 
death. 

When elephants first come out of 
the jungle many of them have long 
ivory tusks but in most cases these 
have been removed before they join 
a circus. That tusk really starts as 
a tooth, an incisor, and then later on 
turns into a tusk. Also, with the 
Indian elephant, old teeth are re¬ 
placed by new all through life. The 
elephant has only eight teeth, all are 
grinders; top and bottom on each 
side of the mouth. 


No doubt you have frequently 
heard the expression, “as tough as an 
elephant’s hide.” Nothing could be 
farther from the truth. The hide of 
the pachyderms is extremely sensi¬ 
tive. You’ve seen elephants throwing 
dirt or straw on their backs and per¬ 
haps thought they were just naturally 
dirty and like dirt on their bodies. 
The real reason they were doing this 
was as a protection against flies and 
insects crawling on their tender skins. 
The nerves run to the very edge of 
the outside skin with the result that 
an elephant cannot stand the hot rays 
of the sun or any similar irritations. 

When an elephant gets a hair-cut 
to remove the short and very coarse 
hair which covers its body this is 
done with a blow torch. Not directly 
on the hair and skin but parallel 
with the body and a reasonable dis¬ 
tance away so that the heat does not 
affect the elephant. Only on the tip 
of the tail is long hair found and a 
hair from an elephant’s tail is prized 
by circus folks as a good luck charm.

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DOINGS AT OUR HOSPITAL 

H. BRUCE BOREHAM, P.P., Secretary, Board of Governors. 


Since 1922 Shriners Hospitals for Crippled 
Children have been making a magnificent con¬ 
tribution to Canada and the United States in 
looking after the care of crippled children who 
arrived in this world physically unfit to take 
their places in society or became victims of 
polio or other crippling diseases. Their future 
would have been dismal and completely hope¬ 
less had it not been for the membership of 
Shrine Temples, who undertook the care of such 
children without regard for color, race or creed. 

The work of caring for these children has 
been carried on steadily ever since and each 
year has seen expansion by virtue of new hos¬ 
pitals and general improvement in the medical 
science; twisted little bodies have been straight¬ 
ened and hope for the future has been restored 
to many a heart. 

Now the Shrine Hospitals have decided on a 
further plan whereby the tremendous know¬ 
ledge gained in the years of handling crippled 
children in our 17 Shrine Hospitals will be made 
available to medical science the world over. 

For some time a sub committee on medical 
research has been working on a plan for the 
complete standardization of all Shrine Hospital 
medical records so that a method may be ar¬ 
rived at to present this information for research 
by medical science anywhere in the world. 

The Board of Trustees has unanimously ap¬ 
proved of this new plan and will make our 
Winnipeg Shrine Hospital records fully avail¬ 
able for study. For the purpose of organization 
a special Seminar is being held in Chicago 
during the middle of April, which will be at¬ 
tended by the Directors and other personnel of 
all Shrine Hospitals. The Winnipeg Unit will 
be represented by our Director, Miss Kathryn 
McLearn. 


At the outset one of the first matters for de¬ 
cision will be a complete agreement on a stand¬ 
ard type of medical record forms so that all 
Hospitals will be using the same type of case 
history record, and all filing systems will be 
uniform. The coding and getting the records 
in order for research will be a long time pro¬ 
ject, but personnel in each Hospital will be 
trained to assemble this information. 

In general discussions of orthopedic work 
among children, the Board of Trustees feels that 
no organization in the world has a greater, more 
valuable or more comprehensive assembly of 
orthepedic knowledge than the Shrine Hospi¬ 
tals. Our work has been going along for more 
than a quarter of a century, as a matter of fact 
Shrine Hospitals pioneered the charitable care 
of crippled children and our wonderful hospi¬ 
tals have so often been referred to as symbols 
of the world’s greatest philanthropy. 

This latest move by the Board of Trustees, 
whereby Shrine Hospital knowledge will be 
made available to the medical world at large, 
makes every Shriner a little more proud than 
ever of the right to wear the Red Fez. The 
Mothers and Fathers of the children who come 
to Shrine Hospitals for treatment offer grateful 
thanks to God and to the Shrine for restoring 
their children to good health. All our children 
come from families unable to afford regular 
hospitalization and medical care and we are 
strictly “no income” hospitals. 

Our records are crammed with knowledge 
on the teatment for crippled children. Now the 
medical world will have full access to this in¬ 
formation.

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The Shrine and the Orient 


The Shrine in North America does not advocate 
Mohammedanism as a sect, but inculcates the same 
respect of Deity here as in Arabia and elsewhere. 
The traditions of the Order are laid about the Holy 
Mohammedan City of Mecca in Arabia. 

Mecca lies in a deep, barren, long, narrow 
valley some seventy miles from the Arabian Red Sea 
port of Judah—a city of 80,000 Mohammedans with 
little means of support except from supplying trans¬ 
portation, lodging and necessities for the half-million 
pilgrims who come yearly to worship at the birth¬ 
place of Mohammed. The city is some two miles 
long and less than one-quarter mile wide, built of 
three and four-story houses, capable of housing three 
times the normal population. 

It has no manufacturing, little trade, and exists 
because of the only public building of any import¬ 
ance, the Holy Mosque, or House of Allah, its doors 
being coated with silver, embellished with gold or¬ 
naments, in which rests the celebrated Black Stone, 
said to have been brought by the Angel Gabriel and 
given to Abraham. The Holy Well of Zem Zem, said 
to have been found in the desert by Hagar where 
her son Ishmael was dying of thirst, supplies the 
city with water for drinking and ablution. 

Mohammed was born here in 569 A D. At the 
age of forty he began receiving “revelations” and 
soon proclaimed himself the Phophet. His teachings 
were mostly memorized and broadcast verbally, until 
Continued, Next Page 
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after his death, when they were assembled by a 
‘•Royal Commission” and incorporated into the 
Koran. Millions of Moslems now turn toward Mecca 
five times daily to pray and repeat “Mohammed is 
His Prophet.” 

The positive duties of a Mohammedan believer 
are four — prayer, alms, fasting and pilgrimage for 
such as can afford it. One of the distinctive nega¬ 
tive precepts is usury, which is so literally inter¬ 
preted that there have been no banks in Mecca. So 
sacred is the city that it is doubted if anyone pro¬ 
fessing Christianity has ever entered the gates. It 
is said that, during the World War, British author¬ 
ities were requested to instruct all officers piloting 
seaplanes attached to warships in the Red Sea, under 
no circumstances to profane the air by flying over 
either Mecca or Mereni, the resting place of Moham¬ 
med. 

Every true Mohammedan hopes during his life¬ 
time to visit the Holy Land of Arabia and do homage 
at Mecca, the birthplace of the Prophet Mohammed, 
“if finances permit” — and caravans trek from the 
north and west coast of Africa. Thousands come for 
extended stays of preparation and prayers during 
the month of Dhabhadjz (late June and July), 
when the facilities of the city are solely overtaxed. 
Nearly all the required supplies of food, clothing and 
smart novelties must be brought from the outside 
by caravan. 

No pilgrim visits Mecca without walking around 
the Kaaba seven times and kissing the famous Black 
Continued, Next Page 
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Stone built in its wall. The pilgrim after offering 
up his devotions at the shrine feels a freedom of 
mind and soul and proceeds to relax and enjoy him¬ 
self in the manner of Arabian custom. 

Like the Arab we as Shriners are taught toler¬ 
ance and charity. The Shrine in North America was 
given its soul when the Order committed itself to 
the greatest humanitarian project ever conceived and 
carried out by men, the Shriners’ Hospital for Crip¬ 
pled Children. This is the “Mecca” of our Shrine. 
A place where every Shriner is expected to visit, not 
to pay homage, but to see the smiling faces and 
sparkling eyes of little “tots” with twisted bodies 
and deformed limbs going through the process of 
being made useful active citizens. 

Contrary to popular belief, the Ancignt Arabic 
Order of the Nobles of the Mystic Shrine is not a 
part of the Masonic system. Masonry, in all its 
branches, is a serious study of morality through the 
use of symbols. It is not frivolous in any of its de¬ 
grees and the Mystic Shrine is not “The Playground 
of Masonry,” but rather the “Playground for Ma¬ 
sons,” as membership is limited to those who have 
attained the end of their travels in the York or 
Scottish Rites of Masonry. 

The Shrine will have its appeal as long as men 
are human. It is a place for laughter, smiles and 
gayety — the place to relax and get the mind back 
on the right track. To be a member of the Shrine is 
to be knighted in the lists of good fellowship in the 
broadest application of the phrase.

Despite the fact there are many tragic 
moments in the daily operation of our Shrine 
Hospital, there are also many happy times. 
Tragic are the moments when a twisted little 
frame is carried into the Hospital, there to 
receive the loving care of the nursing staff 
and the skill of our surgeons. Mother or 
Dad, or both, part with their children at times 
with heavy hearts, fully realizing that their 
prayers to God may at last be answered, even 
if a long period of painful rehabilitation still 
is in prospect. 

In most cases a return visit by the parents 
a month or so later is of a much happier 
nature; tears are often shed but these are 
tears of happiness and thankfulness to the 
Great Architect who has directed the- sur¬ 
geons knife. Then comes the time when 
“Discharged” is written across the medical 
history chart of the patient and the nurses 
and doctors are just as happy as the parents. 
The little child suddenly realizes what it is 
to walk and wear new clothes and enjoy life 
and games like the other boys and girls at 
home. Even grown-ups find it hard to re¬ 
strain their emotions in times such as this. 
These moments make the Shrine SO worth 
while. 

There are many other happy times, parti¬ 
cularly when a former patient walks up to 
the reception desk at the Hospital and says, 
“Is Miss McLearn in? or Miss Archibald or 
Miss Douglas?” The patients who went 
through the Hospital 20 years ago or more 
all remember these wonderful ladies who 
have each devoted their lives to the nursing 
of Crippled Children. 

There have been dozens of occasions when 


a former patient calls to renew old friend¬ 
ships made during childhood days. Many of 
these callers are prominent citizens today 
who have worked their way to a high level 
in business circles. One such patient turned 
up in the last class of candidates in the 1958 
October ceremonial. 

Only a few weeks ago John Makaroff call¬ 
ed at the Hospital. He is now a prominent 
insurance man in Saskatoon, married with 
three children. In 1938 he came to our Hos¬ 
pital as a young child suffering from bone 
tumor in the leg, close to the hip. This call¬ 
ed for an intricate bone graft, following re¬ 
moval. The lad was later discharged and 
wore a splint for years. Gone were the foot¬ 
ball, hockey and lacross days; great care had 
to be taken in walking. He now wears a spe¬ 
cial shoe with cork life, no splints, braces or 
crutches. 

“I don’t get a chance to get back here very 
often, but from a heart overflowing with 
gratitude I again express my devout thanks 
for the care I received at the Shrine Hospital. 
Your doctors and nurses made normal life 
possible for me and in my daily prayers I 
always add ‘Thank God for The Shrine’.” 

Just another of the Happy Moments, 
Nobles. You can all experience many happy 
moments too, if you drop around to the Hos¬ 
pital any Sunday afternoon; chat with the 
children and you will then realize that as a 
Shriner, you have helped to bring back smiles 
to little faces, and brought hope back to little 
hearts.

ON ROME’S unused walls and pillars in 51 B.C., 
Pompey ordered these signs to be painted with 
colored chalk — in Latin, of course. Pompey the 
Great, a famous Roman general and statesman and 
the rival of Julius Caesar, was staging a colossal free 
show for the populace. 

Why? Politics — and a publicity stunt! He was 
not content to be one of the Triumvirate (a coalition 
government, consisting of Pompey, Crassus and 
Caesar); he wanted to rule all of the Roman people 
alone and decided to start his campaign by influ¬ 
encing the people. 

Cneius Pompeius Magnus (Pompey) was a 
master-showman. At high noon on the first official 
Circus day in 51 B.C. a magnificent free parade 
wound through the Roman streets out to the Circus 
Maximus, just outside of Rome. Pompey, surround¬ 
ed by his armoured body guard, his priests and other 
satellites, was sensationally placed in the center of 
the parade. He was dressed in a toga (robe) of royal 
purple and rode in a richly plated chariot, drawn by 
four prancing horses. 

Caesar and Crassus bitterly watched the red and 
gold tableau wagons, drawn by elephants and mules; 
the centurions, followed by their companies of foot 
soldiers; the scores of horses and horsemen; chariots, 
performers and animals. It was colossal! The peo¬ 
ple of Rome loved it! 

This parade or “pompa” marched into the Circus 
Maximus triumphantly, then once around the hippo¬ 
drome track, while 150,000 people cheered and waited 
for the big show to start. 

Pompey tossed a white banner onto the sanded 
race track, trumpets gave a fanfare, and the show 
began. Lions and wild elephants fought to the death! 
Condemmed criminals and lions fought — and the 
men died! Runners and sprinters had races, as did

The Circus in Art, 
Literature and Music 

You’ll find the circus one of the most popular 
subjects in art, literature and music today. 

From its elemental color, zest and rhythms come 
beauty, romance and drama to enrich the arts. While 
John Q. Public and his family enjoy every minute of 
circus day, but don’t stop to reason why, the painter, 
writer or impressario analyzes it as an aesthetically 
satisfying experience. 

Anywhere you look, you can find examples: 

Try art—if you go to the Art Institute of Chi¬ 
cago, you will generally find admirers standing 
before the huge canvas of “Circus,” a painting by 
Toulouse-Lautrec. The same French artist did many 
circus subjects as did his countryman—Seurat, using 
his pointillist coloring in such great paintings as 
“Circus” and “The Sideshow,” or Picasso doing his 
harlequin pictures. 

Greatest English painter of circus subjects is 
Dane Laura Knight who tells of traveling with 
English shows in her recent book, “Oil Paint and 
Grease Paint,” which includes photographs of her 
circus paintings. 

Exhilarating is the word for the pictures of a 
small Irish circus done by Edward Seago and printed 
in his book “Sons of Sawdust.” 

In America, perhaps the most popular circus 
painter is Walter Krawiec, of Chicago. An ardent 
circus fan, he gets his subject matter first hand from 
the arenas and padrooms of the leading circuses, and 
not a few of his vivid canvasses have won wide 
recognition. 

Another American artist who has caught the 
rhythm and spirit of the circus is John Steuart Curry 
Among his most praised works are his paintings of 
aerialists in action. In every exhibit of today’s artsts, 
several crcus subjects are found. The clown is always 
a favorite. 

Circus photography has become an art in itself, 
mastered by no shutter clicker more fully than by 
Harry A. Atwell of Chicago. Candid camera fans 
swarm to the show lot with the dawn of circus day 
and stay to snap tents, animals, performance and 
spectators. The enthusiasm is really a popularization 
of the same aesthetic values seen in the circus by the 
artist. 

Even the brilliant coloring of circus posters, re¬ 
mindful of Van Gogh paintings, has made them 
objects d’art coveted for interior decorations. One 
striking circus room has walls of deep, bright blue as 
backkground for gay lithographs used to give the im-

pression of paneling, and gilt paint covers the furni¬ 
ture. 

Look through the bookshelves—you’ll find travel 
biography, anecdote and essay, and even history in 
the literature of show business. 

Such a book as “Memories of Joseph Grimaldi,” 
edited by Charles Dickens, is an invaluable record of 
the theatre and of the father of clowns, from whom 
they all take the title of “josey.” Or “From Rome to 
Ringling” fits the circus into its proper place. 

One of the newer circus books is “Big Top 
Rhythms” by Irving K. Pond, famous retired Chi¬ 
cago architect and prominent member of the Circus 
Fans Association of America. A tumbler and acrobat 
of no mean ability himself, Mr. Pond goes into the 
technical aspect of the feats accomplished. 

Listen to circus music—you know the dash of 
the intricately-cued band numbers; you have thrilled 
to the lilt of the waltzes, but have you noticed that 
the “come in” music in itself is often a feature 
program? 

There they are, art, music and literature. Per¬ 
manent, not ephemeral, as circus day itself, they all 
draw from the circus, yet this is not highbrow stuff, 
only a reminder that the circus points proudly to its 
origin in “the grandeur that was Rome.”—Zenobia 
News.

ORRIN DAVENPORT 

Originator of America’s First Shrine Circus 
Khartum Temple Salutes You For Your Most Loyal Service 
Orrin Davenport was one of the leading bareback riders of all time 
during 35 years of American circus history. Today he is one of the lead¬ 
ing producers of Indoor shows in North America, playing almost exclusi¬ 
vely dates for Shrine Temples. 

Davenport originated the first Shrine Circus and Indoor Show in 
1906 when he and his fellow performers needed work through the win¬ 
ter months. In answer to an ad for bookings in “The Billboard” (Amer¬ 
ica’s Amusement Weekly), Moslem Temple of Detroit requested some 
acts for an indoor show. From this beginning, Davenport acted as per¬ 
former for leading circuses through the summer months, and performer- 
producer with Shrine Temples through the winter. 

Orrin Davenport comes from a truly great circus family, strictly 
American in origin and career. His father, John Davenport, was a talk¬ 
ing-singing clown in the 1860’s and 1870’s, also a trainer of horses and 
riders. In his circular ringbarns in Chicago and Toledo the greatest 
equestrians of yesterday were trained. 

Orrin is one of five children, all of whom were top bareback 
riders of their day. He went on the road when he was 15 and was 
bouncing on and off giant Percherons as clown-rider for the next 35 
years. 

Orrin Davenport is a member of Medinah Temple, Chicago, Illinois. 


As producer, Orrin scouts perhaps 
1,000 acts a year at other circuses and 
county fairs, selecting 200 of them for 
use in his various shows. Each of 
Davenport’s shows is different, dis¬ 
tinctive and planned according to the 
pattern needed by the individual Tem¬ 
ples. 

A few of the cities which Orrin 
produces shows for are Kansas City, 
Detroit, Cleveland, Rochester, St. Paul, 
Winnipeg, Port Arthur, Fort William, 
Saginaw, Dayton and Wichita.

Oldtimers Remember 
Street Parades 

In the days before the automobile and up until 
it started to create the present day traffic chaos, the 
circus parade was really something to look forward 
to. Rivalry between circuses led to more and more 
extravagant publicity and street parades in America 
reached heights of baroque splendor. 

Floats carrying sea-monsters and royal barges 
filled with beautiful girls; a lion couchant in gilded 
plaster led the animal cages and of course there was - 
always a magnificent band wagon. This procession j 
of twenty or more richly carved and gilded wagons, 1 
carrying tableaux, bandsmen or wild animals was 
cunningly interspersed with magnificently uniform¬ 
ed and costumed riders on horses, elephants and 
camels. 

Clowns pranced in and out and around the pa- j 
rade ranks, turning handsprings and cartwheels, and j 
generally amusing the spectators. There was usually j 
a clown band in their own gilded and decorated band 
wagon, drawn by teams of zebras, camels or giraffes. 1 
Then came the wild west riders, whooping it up and j 
shooting off plenty of blank cartridges, roping pretty 1 
girls and old ladies who lined the parade route. 

And last of all — that wonder and marvellous ] 
blaring steam organ, called a calliope — with a huge 
black man stoking the hissing, red hot boiler, with J 
steam and smoke and cinders pouring out all over the j 
crowd and the multitude of small boys who trailed I 
along behind it. 

All this would lure the townsfolk to the circus I 
grounds in much the same way as the Pied Piper led j 
the children of Hamelin into the mountains . . . . I 
nostalgic and happy memories of an age gone by.

Damascus Temple, of Rochester, N.Y., was the 
second to be formed with Mt. Sinai, of Montpelier, 
and A1 Koran, of Cleveland, chartered in the same 
year, 1876. Cyprus, of Albany, N.Y., Oriental, in 
Troy, Syrian, in Cincinnati, Pyramid in Bridgeport, 
Syria in Pittsburgh, and Ziyara, in Utica, were 
chartered the following year, and then the Order 
marked time. Only one Temple was chartered in 
1878 and one in 1880, but in 1882 the real growth 
started and there have been few sessions of the Im¬ 
perial Council at which charters were not granted; 
recently, however, it was decided to issue new 
charters only where it could be shown that such new 
bodies would not injure the prosperity of the ad¬ 
jacent Temples. 

There are now 160 Temples, all of which are in 
the United States and Canada except those in 
Mexico City, and Canal Zone and Honolulu. 


Did You Know That . . . 

A CANAL was used in 329 B.C. instead of 
CAGES, as a safety measure against the wild ani¬ 
mals in the arena? This ten foot wide canal was 
built during the rule of Julius Caesar, who ordered 
the circus grounds improved and several buildings 
and horse stalls erected. Nero later had the canal 
filled when the animal exhibits were discontinued.

MERLE EVANS 

For 37 years Merle Evans was the leader of the 
Ringling Bros, and Barnum and Bailey Circus Band 
and his name became synonymous with that organ¬ 
ization. All circus advertising carried the credit, 
“With Merle Evans and His Famous Circus Band.” 
After a few years it got so that virtually as many 
people came to see and hear Merle Evans as came 
to witness the circus performance. 

In all the years that he led that aggregation he 
never missed a performance. In addition to playing 
his cornet all through the show, he cued the band 
through more than 200 musical cues at each per¬ 
formance. He estimates that he has played more 
than 20,000 performances in the almost four deeades 
that he was the Ringling Bros, and Barnum and 
Bailey band leader. 

Merle is what is known in circus parlanee as a 
triple-threat musician. He keeps one eye on the 
performance so as to give the proper cue at the 
proper time, follows his printed music and leads the 
band through more than 60 different musical num¬ 
bers, and plays one of the best cornets in the busi¬ 
ness. 

At the tender age of 16, Merle ran away from 
his Columbus, Kansas, home to join a carnival and 
play in its band. At first he complained to the 
management that he thought he’d have to quit be¬ 
cause those other fellows in the band played so fast 
he couldn’t keep up with them. By the time the 
carnival had finished that season’s tour he not only 
had learned to keep up with the other musicians ... 
he had become the leader of the band. 

In the past he has recorded several albums of 
circus band music for Coral, Decca and other record 
companies. Last year he completed the recording of 
an all new album for Decca Records and it is a 
popular release for band and circus fans.

The Circus a Pioneer 

One of the first Circuses in North America was 
built by Bill Ricketts, a famous trick rider and 
horseman in Philadelphia in 1793. One of his steady 
patrons and ardent supporters was George Washing¬ 
ton. 

In the States the circus grew up as the country 
developed. The continuous opening up of the Great 
West put the accent on travelling shows, most of 
them making their journey by road, but some using 
canals and one or two steaming up and down the 
broad rivers in floating palaces. 

Just as the settlers had to fight for existence, so 
did the circuses. They fought not only the prejudice 
of the country-folk, many of whom thought that even 
a Parade was an “iniquitous spectacle,” they fought 
the country-folk themselves. The circus battle cry of 
“Hey, Rube!” has led to many overturned wagons, 
ripped canvas, fired tents and quite a few casualties 
on both sides. They fought storms, floods, blow¬ 
downs and other acts of God. They fought con¬ 
fidence tricksters and card sharpers and even the 
short change artists in their own ticket boxes. But 
they won through and the Circus became one of 
America’s great institutions

The Origin of the Fez 

When the Shrine was founded in North Amer¬ 
ica in 1872, one of the outstanding features was the 
wearing of the fez, which up to that time was prac¬ 
tically unknown outside Zouave regiments. It was 
adopted by the founders as the proper headgear for 
the representatives of the Mystic Shrine. 

The Fez we Nobles of the Shrine have the 
honor and privilege of wearing has been handed 
down to us through the ages. The Red or Scarlet 
Fez which is the official headwear of the Ancient 
Arabic Order of Nobles of the Mystic Shrine derives 
its name from the original place of its manufacture, 
the Holy City of Fez, in Morocco and dates back to 
the year about 980 A.D. 

In that day the City of Fez was the seat of 
learning, drawing pupils and scholars from all parts 
of the world. 

The City, besides being a holy one, was also the 
center of manufacturing, which includes silks, sashes, 
carpets, leathers and headdresses which were known 
as fezzes, so named from the Holy City of Fez.

Our Imperial Shrine Council discourages these 
side degrees and the white fez has gradually disap¬ 
peared, though you will see one now and then. 

Today if we wanted to be strictly Arabic up to 
date, we should discard the gaudy red cap in favor 
of the hard-boiled “bowler,” also known as derby. 

Over in the near East the young Turks have 
risen in revolt against everything, including the fez, 
and have adopted the stiff and uncomfortable black 
derby as the proper headgear, and the fez factories 
are closing down because of lack of business and

Late Spring or early Summer is the time of the 
year when all good youngsters from five ’way up 
through the mellow years eagerly await the coming 
of the circus. American as hamburgers, it has a 
lingo all its own, fascinating as a blindfolded funam¬ 
bulist seventy-five neck-stretching feet up in the air. 
If you don’t believe it, listen to a veteran Joey de¬ 
scribe an experience he had with a canvas opery. 

“There we was without pup tents in all the goo 
with a First of May yelling like a grave digger and 
a kinker wanting to bet a yard against a dukie that 
a gaffer was responsible. I tell you it was noisier 
than a hooligan. Got us up in a tunnel. And no 
one could find the shanty.” 

The argot of the circus has one inviolable rule: 
Never call a thing by its right name if you can help 
it. The word for a railroad in iron horse slang is 
“circus,” but in circus language a circus is not a rail¬ 
road.” 

Thus Joeys are always clowns and a canvas 
opera is, of course, the circus under tent as opposed

to a hall opera, a show housed in a building or other 
permanent structure. Pup tents are overshoes, good 
friends when you’re stuck in the mud (goo). A First 
of May, or forty miler is a neophyte or first seasoner 
with the circus. A grave-digger is a hyena. Kinker 
refers to a performer in the big top (main tent). A 
yard is $100, while a dukie is a box lunch passed out 
enroute. The big boss is known as the gaffer, and 
the quarters occupied by the Wild West contingent 
are the holligan. You can get up in a tunnel with¬ 
out going underground because it means arising be¬ 
fore daybreak. The shanty — probably derived from 
“chandelier” — is the electrician. 

Circus argot is old indeed, and while its first 
cousin, slang, changes from decade to decade, the 
language of “the greatest show on earth” rolls along 
jauntily in colorful parade, stretching from century 
to century. Many of its words now in use were 
heard back in 1785 when the first circus made its ap¬ 
pearance in America. 

Although it had a few strange animals it had no 
bulls (elephants of both sexes) until three years later 
when a lone rubber mule (less popular term for “ele¬ 
phant”) was brought to America. For a long time 
then .the ostrich has been the big f urkey; horses, hay

In the summer of 1956 word flashed across news wires that the Big Show—Ringling Bros, and Barnum 
and Bailey Circus—had folded its tents and retreated to its quarters in Sarasota, Florida. Syndicated cartoons 
showed elephants weeping as the tents were rolled for the last time for shipment to the big Barn; kids with 
tears in their eyes as the show trains passed signposts labeled “To Winter Quarters.” LIFE magazine de¬ 
voted several pages to piotures of circus folk sitting beside railroad tracks near Big Show quarters, sad-eyed 
and wondering—wondering where they’d go next. It was truly a sad day for the Circus. Some shook their 
heads and muttered, “I guess the circus is dead.” 

While all this was happening, some thirty-odd circuses of varied types and sizes still were on the road. 
Some were enjoying sell-out business; some were finding business “pretty good”: others complained about 
business being “not up to normal”; still others wailed that bad business was “killing them.” 

Circus fans all over the continent were wondering about the future of that great part of North Amer¬ 
ican life, The Circus. 

Since 1915 when we first became actively associated with a circus, we can remember that some circuses 
enjoyed lush business; others found things dull. The following season, one circus which was “< wa" dur¬ 
ing the previous season, was definitely “up.” Some found business “great”; others found business oad. But 
still they stuck to their guns and generally throughout a season, most survived. 

Circuses are no different from any other business. They have their good years and their bad years. 
They have their problems which tend to reduce profits; then during the following year the same show re¬ 
vises its route or otherwise executes other refinements or changes and it shows a good profit. 

These facts were and are well known to experienced circus operators. Those in the business were not 
at all alarmed at the news that The Big Show quit in the middle of the 1956 season. Many predicted exactly 
what would happen—that the Ringling show would revamp methods of operation and would continue 
on the road in 1957. Their predictions were correct. In 1957 they carried no canvas, thus reducing the use

of so many railroad cars and so much labor. They found stadia and types of buildings which would properly 
“house” their show. At the end of the season, their ideas had proved to be profit-producing. 

Many in the circus business have found that methods employed in the producing of a circus must keep 
up with the times. After all, we in the business are not living in 1914, 1927 or 1940. Business methods have 
changed since those years; the business of producing a major circus also had to change. 

But let us get back to the muttering of those who shook their heads and said, “I guess the circus is 

dead.” 

Records of circuses on the road in 1957 prove that the circus definitely is not “dead.” Far from it. 
Many chalked up new attendance records in the season just passed. 

The reason? 

For many years the circus has been too much a part of our life to go suddenly PHHFFFT! Where would 
the youngsters be if on so many occasions the covers of national magazines did not display pictures of one or 
another famous clown? Just how would many average citizens feel if about once a year their lives wouldn’t 
be brightened by the sudden appearance of circus posters on fences, sides of buildings, or the more dignified 
medium of gigantic, lighted twenty-four sheet boards. 

No, the circus is not dead. Probably it will be a more popular form of entertainment than ever before 
as years pass. “Experts” can declare that television is keeping the entertainment seeker at home. Yet what 
happens when pictures like “Saranoya” or “Old Yeller” or “Bridge on the River Kwai” are shown in the movie 
palaces? Capacity audiences cause such pictures to be held over for two or three weeks or even more. The 
motion picture industry has seen the light. Their efforts are being improved upon. There is such a thing as 
the “Modern Movie.” 

There is such a thing as the “Modern Circus.” The circus, like all other forms of entertainment must 
and is being modernized but never will it lack the appeal and glamor that enveloped the old Sells-Floto 
Show, the great Sells Bros, show, or the Hagenback-Wallace show. 

The Good Old Circus will be with us forever. 

And so, for those of you who thrill to the atmosphere of the circus, have no fear. In the circus busi¬ 
ness we always shall have our headaches, our heartaches, our problems, our thousands of moments of joy 
when we look upon our efforts and hear the applause of audiences intermingled with the brassy strains of 
the trombones and trumpets. We always shall feel we are a part of real living with our circus. 

And perhaps when that last bit of ringing falls on our final performance, we shall feel it is falling 
only for the purpose of lifting us forevermore to a Place where we still can smell all the smells and hear 
trumpets, trombones and drums, even if they drown out the sweeter and softer tones of the harps.
